Alan Goldsborough today gave 
John L. Lewis a legal go-ahead for 
his $100 monthly pension plan for 
miners. 

Goldsborough dismissed a plea 
of Ezra Van Horn, trustee for 
operators on the United Mine 
Workers’ welfare fund, for a court 


order to block payment of pen- 
sions for retired miners. 

The judge said he found the pro- 
posals for payments “reasonable 
and proper.” 

For Lewis, the decision marked 
his first triumph on three trips 
into Judge Goldsborough’s court. 
Twice before he had been there 
only to be fined for contempt of 
court for failure to end walkouts 
in obedience to Goldsborough’s or- 
ders. It was a dispute over pen- 
gions that brought about the cost- 
ly six-weeks strike last spring.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 22 
(AP)—The men who sell the na- 
tion’s housewives their groceries 
say modern women. can’t cook the 
way their grandmothers did but 
do turn out meals that are better 
planned and better balanced.

Judge Goldsborough’s decision 
thus helps to clarify the matter 
and possibly clears the way for 
resumption of contract negotia- 
tions to prevent a strike in July. 

The three major points on 
which Judge Goldsborough up- 
held Lewis were: (1) That Van 
Horn, as the operators’ trustee, 
does not necessarily have to ap- 
prove pension payments. He 
ruled the $45,000,000 welfare 
fund is a “beneficial fund” and 
subject to rules applying to pub- 
lic charities. That means only 
a majority vote of trustees is 
needed to pay out money. 

(2) That members of the 
UMW who are no longer em- 
ployed by the operators who 
signed the 1947 agreement are 
also eligible for the $100 monthly 
pensions.

Group Favors $16,000,000

The proposed $16,000,000 bond 
issue for clearance of the central 
slum area, to be voted on at the 
November election, was approved 
without dissent at the meeting of 
the General Council on Civic 
Needs last night at the North 
Side T. M. C. A. 

The proposal already had been 
approved unanimously by the ex- 
ecutive committee of the council. 
The executive committee asked 
that the council back its stand, 
because the bond issue proposal 


“represents action and there is 
no alternative proposed at this 
time.” 

“It was the executive commit- 
tee’s belief that if nothing is done, 
the situation will become serious 
and in the long run all St. Louis- 
ans will be adversely affected,” 
the committee report said. 


Not District Issue. 


“We have been informed by the 
supporters of this movement that 
this is not a district proposition 
but affects the entire community 
as they enter into it, using the 
funds available as a _ revolving 
fund to tackle the problem of 
blighted conditions wherever they 
are found to exist in the com- 
munity. 


“After hearing the supporters 
of the program, your executive 
committee voted unanimously to 
approve the proposal and to rec- 
ommend its approval by this meet- 
ing and representatives of other 
organizations. We hope that the 
General Council on Civic Needs 
will unanimously go on record in 
favor of the bond issue.” 
One member of the council 
spoke against the proposal, but 
he was silent when the vote was 
taken. He was Paul Laidley, rep- 
resefitative of the Federation of 
Improvement Associations. He 
said he feared the proposal would 
become “just another land-clear- 
ance project, like the riverfront 
park.” 
Several other members of the 
council asked questions about 
phases of the project. These were 
answered by Elmer B. Klein, coun- 
cil chairman, and Frank E. Law- 
rence Jr., secretary. They said 
sponsors of the proposal had as- 
sured them housing would not be 
demolished until other quarters 
could be found for the occupants, 
and that Negro residents of the 
area would not be driven into 
now-white areas. 

South Side Project. 
Joseph F. Holland, president of 
the South Broadway Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association, 
told of the plans that organiza- 
tion has for rehabilitation of a 
large area of South St. Louis.

Stairway as Anti-Draft Protest

WASHINGTON, June 22 (UP)— 
A wartime conscientious objector 
chained himself to a stairway in 
the White House today in pro- 


test against the draft. 

Entering as a tourist, James 
Peck sauntered to a stairway near 
the East room and whipped off 
his coat. On his white shirt in 


The red and blue letters was the dec- 


laration: 

“Veto the draft.” 

Then Peck pulled a length of 
chain and a lock from a pocket 
and chained himself to the brass 
railing along the stairs. 

Secret Service agents who 
rushed to the spot had little trou- 
ble in snapping the lock. They 
hustled the 33-year-old New York 
cafeteria worker to their office in 
the Tr Building 


Peck said he was a labor writer. 


He served three years in Danbury 
(Conn.) prison as a conscientious 
objector, 

Secret Service Chief James J. 
Maloney said no charges would be 
taken against Peck. He described 
him as a “professional.” 

Outside the White House, a 
man who identified himself as 
Roy Kepler of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
told reporters he had accompanied 
Peck. He described himself as a 
“friend and fellow pacifist.” Kep- 
ler gave reporters copies of a 
statement which he said had been 
written by Peck. The President, 
the statement said, will be estab- 
lishing a “ pping mentali- 
ty in our country,” is he signs 
the draft bill.

I—DECLARATION OF

To establish and maintain peace, 
to build a country in which every 
citizen can earn a good living 
with the promise of real progress 
for himself and his family, and to 
uphold as a beacon light for man- 
kind everywhere the inspiring 
American tradition of liberty, op- 
portunity and justice for all—that 
is the Republican platform. 

To this end we propose as a 
guide to definite action the fol- 
lowing principles: 

Maximum voluntary co-opera- 
tion between citizens and mini- 
mum dependence on law; never, 
however, declining courageous re- 
course to law if necessary. 

Our competitive system fur- 
nishes vital opportunity for youth 
and for all enterprising citizens;

American foreign policy will be 
a major issue in the presidential 
campaign despite President Tru- 
man’s recent assertion that it 
should not be injected in the “po- 
litical scramble” for the White 
House. 

This was demonstrated by the 
official keynote speech to the Re- 
publican N-tional Convention by 
Gov. Dwight Green of Illinois and 
the witty supplement delivered by 
Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce of Con- 
necticut.

Not Isolationist 

Although Green is allied with 
Col. Robert R. McCormick and 
the Chicago Tribune school of iso- 
lationism, he could not be charged 
with making an isolationist speech, 
thanks perhaps to the influence 
of Senat_r Arthrz H. Vandenberg 
of Michigan, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee and 
originator or co-author of many 
of our present European policies.

Praise for Congress.

“Republican Congressmen 
promised to balance the budget 
and they did it: They promised 
to reduce federal spending and 
they did it. Over the outcries of 
bureaucrats they cut between two 
and three billion dollars from 
New Deal bureaus.” 

Green ignored the battles be- 
tween the forces of reaction and 
modernism in the present Con- 
gress and the attempted crippling 
of the Marshall plan. 

“The Congress,” he said, “has 
voted a European recovery pro- 
gram because it believes that the 
free nations of the world can 
grow in strength and unity—so 
that they can defend and support 
themselves.

DRAFT PASSAGE} 


City and County Youths 
Rush to Join in Effort 
to Get Their Military 
Training Close to 


Home. 


Nat.onal Guard recruiters did a 
land office business last night as 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
young men of draft age sought 
the advantage of stay-at-home mil- 
itary training in the National 
Guard, an opportunity available 
until President Truman signs the 
selective service bill passed by 
Congress last Saturday. 

The bill must be signed within 
10 days after passage, and Army 
spokesmen at Washington said to- 
day that a 48-hour delay would fill 
the peacetime National Guard 
quota of 341,000 men. More than 
300 men were interviewed at the 
National Guard Armory here yes- 
terday and last night, and 124 
were accepted for enlistment in 
the 138th Infantry. Those enlist- 
ed for three years in the National 
Guard are exempted from 21 
months’ duty in the regular armed 
forces. 

Air Guard Enlistments. 

The Seventy-first Fighter Wing, 
Missouri Air Guard, accepted 75 
enlistees last night at wing head- 
quarters, Jefferson Barracks, and 
at the Lambert-St. Louis Field 
headquarters of the 110th Fighter 
Squadron. The wing, which re- 
cently activated the 23ist Air 
Service Group and the 157th Air- 
craft Control and Warning Group, 
in addition to previously acti- 
vated units, can accept 300 men. 
Recruting offices will be open 
daily at Jefferson Barracks and 
Lambert Field until 9 p.m. 

Recruiting and medical person- 
nel worked until after 11 p.m. yes- 
terday at the 138th Infantry 
Armory, Market street at Spring 
avenue, to process the new me.. 
The Armory recruiting office will 

‘be open daily until 10:30 p.m. dur- 
ing the rush, which is expected 
to add the 950 enlistments needed 
to bring the regiment to its au- 
thorized strength of 2996 men. 
Telephones began ringing at the 
Armory before 8 a.m. today as 
prospective recruits called for 
information. 

Other opportunities for stay-at- 
home service are offered by the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps Re- 
serves. Forty draft-age men were 
accepted in the Naval Reserve at 
the Navy’s Lambert Field Air Sta- 
tion last night, and more than 25 
were on hand there before 9 a.m. 
today, seeking enlistment. Active 
Naval Reservists drill three nights 
a month, for which they are paid. 
Enlistment is for four years in 
both air and sea units here. 

Army reserve units here offer 
gervice in virtually all branches 
in more than 30 organizations. 
The major unit is the 102nd In- 
fantry Division, with a variety of 
components, including ordnance, 
signal, military police and a band, 
besides rifle, heavy weapons, tank 
and service companies. Reserve 
units not attached to the division 
offering enlistment include motor 
maintenance, salvage, transporta- 
tion, special service and two all- 
Negro organizations, the 945th 
Quartermaster Service Co. and 
the 315th Band. Applicants may 
call CEnt. 5484, Stations 392 and 
395, or appear on the fourteenth 
floor of the Mart Building. 

Registration Plans. 

Registration and classification 
of about 300,000 Missouri young 
men subject to the draft will be- 
gin as soon as posible after a 
State Selective Service director 
is appointed and draft boards are 
activated, Col. R. T. Finks, state 
director of the Office of Selective 
Service Records, said at Jefferson 
City today. 

The work of registering and 
classifying the 300,000 Missourians 
of draft age, including about 95,000 
in St. Louis and St. Louis county, 
will be completed in the 90-day 
period from the signing of the 
bill until actual induction begins, 
Col. Finks expects. 

Ten St. Louis and three St. Louis 
country draft boards will be or- 
ganized, as compared with 30 in 
the city and nine in the county 
in World War II. County draft 
boards will function throughout 
the state, with a consolidation of 
some of the small counties under 
a single board to save expenses, 
Col. Finks said. A registration 
date will be set by the President, 
following appointment of national 
and state selective service direc- 
tors.

CONSTANTINO RICCARDI 


Ex-St. Louisan Found Guilty of Illegally 
Transporting Princess’s Furniture 
Across State Lines. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 22 (AP) 
—Constantino V. Riccardi, a for- 


mer St. Louisan, was sentenced 


yesterday to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment and fined $10,000 on con- 


viction of illegally transporting 
across state lines the property of 
Princess Doris Farid-Es Sultaneh. 

A United States District Court 
jury, after deliberating nearly 
two hours, found Riccardi guilty 
on both counts of a two-count in- 
dictment. 

Judge Guy L. Fake imposed sen- 
tence within a half hour after the 
verdict was returned. He termed 
Riccardi “the most contemptible 
criminal character I have ever 
met.” 

Riccardi hag been on trial since 
June 3, charged with moving to 
Arizona $18,000 worth of house- 
hold furnishings from the Morris- 
town estate of the Princes, for- 
mer wife of S. S. Kresge, Sheng 
ment store magnate, and of a 
relative of the Shah of Persia. 

The Government contended that 
Riccardi wooed the Princess and 
represented himself as a big real 
estate operator with a $5000 week- 
ly income. He was charge with 
inducing her to ship the furnish- 
ings from her mansion to Ric- 
cardi’s supposed Arizona estate on 
the assumption they were to be 
married. 

The Princess testified that she 
gave the household articles to Ric- 
cardi in the latter part of 1945 
on the promise that he would ob- 


tain a divorce and marry her. 

Riccardi told the jury the Prin- 
cess gave him the articles in ap- 
preciation of his aid to her in an 
income tax case. 


Riccardi Was “Beau Brummel“ of 
Cabarets Here. 

Constantino Vincent Riccardi 
was known as the “Beau Brum- 
mel of the Cabaret Circuit” in St. 
Louis in 1915 and 1916, when he 
practiced law here. He left the 
city following his arrest on an 
embezzlement charge involving 
the sale of stock to purchase a 
hotel at Grand boulevard and 
Olive street. 

The son of a baker in Utica, 
N. T., he left that city in 1909 
after studying law in an office 
and was admitted to the bar at 
Indianapolis, Ind., which he left 
in 1913 after the bar association 
began investigating his activities. 
He went to Los Angeles, Calif., 
where embezzlement charegs were 
preferred against him, but his 
case did not come to trial because 
a woman prosecuting witness dis- 
appeared. 

After his St. Louis interlude, he 
stopped . briefly in various parts 
of the United States. In 1934, he 
pleaded guilty at Los Angeles to 
a charge of advertising for di- 
vorce clients and was fined $500. 
In 1937 he was sentenced to a 
term of 10 to 20 years in Sing 
Sing prison after having been con- 
victed in New York of grand lar- 


ceny as a result of a mining stock 
promotion.

Robison was spokesman for a 
group of five Missouri Republi- 
cans who informed Brownell late 
yesterday at Dewey headquarters 
that they were disturbed over re- 
ports that a Dewey victory would 
result in patronage matters in the 
state being controlled by Barak T. 
Mattingly of St. Louis. 

Missouri Manager for Dewey. 

Mattingly, who did not seek re- 
election as Republican national 
committeeman for Missouri, and 
who recently withdrew his choice 
for his successor in the face of 
certain defeat, is Missouri mana- 
ger for Dewey. 

Opponents of Mattingly have 
been bitter about reports that 
members of the Missouri delega- 
tion, who did not line up for 
Dewey would be on the outside 
on federal patronage matters in 
Missouri. These reports were de- 
nied. 

Mattingly, informed today of 
Robison’s disclosure, said he had 


not heard of it and declined to 
comment. 

Mattingly announced some time 
ago that he would not be.a can- 
didate for re-election as Republi- 
can National committeeman for 
Missouri and would devote his 
time to the Dewey campaign. His 
choice for his successor was 
Roscoe C. Hobbs of St. Louis. 

Rally Behind Stephens.

Robison said today he believed 
the assurance given by Brownell 
would result in a switch to Dewey 
of five or six of the Missouri 
delegates who have been holding 
out or leaning to other candidates. 

The Missouri delegation held its 
second caucus today, without any 
tangible results. The delegates 
obviously were not ready to stand 
up and be counted. 

United States Senator James P. 
Kem, chairman of the delegation, 
who has not disclosed his position 
on the presidential candidates, said 
the Missouri delegation would be 
divided on the first ballot. He 
would not estimate the division. 

Dewey forces appear to have 18 
or 19 of the 33 Missouri votes, 
although not all of them may be 
cast for him on the first ballot.

Recent heavy rains in Western 
Missouri are expected to send the 
Missouri river above flood stage 
by Friday from Boonville to its 
mouth north of St. Louis, Mete- 
orologist Harry F. Wahlgren said 
today. A crest of 29 to 20.5 feet 
is expected at St. Charles late 
Friday. Flood stage there is 25 
feet, but the river must reach a 
stage of 34 feet before levees are 
topped and damage is done in the 
low lands. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 22 
(AP)—Torrential rains in South- 
western Missouri today brought 
overflows to the South Grand and 
Spring rivers and a forecast for 
floods on the Osage river below 
the Lake of the Ozarks. 

All small streams in the area 
were very high. At Browning on 
the South Grand the stage this 
morning was 28 feet, 12 feet above 
flood level but still 10 feet below 
the great flood of 1943. The river 
was expected to reach a crest to- 
night or early tomorrow. 

The Gsage was expected to 
reach a crest near bankfull at 
Osceola tomorrow night. Below 
the lake, the river was expected 
to go seven or eight feet above 
flood stage by Thursday morning. 
This would inundate considerable 
farm land. 

The Lamine river was 12 feet 
above flood levél east of Sedalia 
today and was expected to go a 
foot higher. The Lamine flows in 
to the Missouri river near Boon- 
ville. 

Ralph Aldrich, federal river 
forecaster here, said the Missouri 
would crest about one foot above 
bankful in the Boonville area Fri- 
day and Jefferson City Friday 
night. At Hermann below the 
mouth of the Osage, the Missouri 
is expected to crest at four feet 
above flood level Friday or Sat- 
urday.

The plank says “we propose” 
maintaining the Army, Navy and 
Air Force “to a degree which will 
insure our national security.” The 
plank also calls for achievement of 
“effective unity” in the depart- 
ment of national defense, “sus- 
tained effective action” to get “suf- 
ficient manpower for the services/’ 
“recognizing the American prin- 
ciple that every citizen has an ob- 
ligation of service to his country.” 

There was no mention, by 
name, of either the draft bill 
passed by Congress just before 
it adjourned last Sunday morn- 
ing, or of universal military 
training, which Truman asked 
for in vain. 

On civil rights, the platform is 
not far different from President 
Truman’s program which caused 
such an outcry from Southern 
Democrats. 

The Republicans called for 
prompt legislation to outlaw lynch- 
ing and to abolish the poll tax. 
They opposed the idea of racial 
segregation in the armed forces. 

The term “Fair Employment 
Practice Commission” was knocked 
out of a preliminary draft, but 
the finished version favors enact- 
ment of “such federal legislation 
as may be necessary” to maintain 
the right of every individual “to 
work and advance in life,” re- 
gardless of race or religion. 

Other Proposals. 

The platform: 

Pledges enactment of “such 
new legislation as may be neces- 
sary to expose the treasorable 
activities of Communists and 
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ship controlled from abroad.“ 
There was no mention ot the 
House-passed Mundt-Nixon bill 
which died in a Senate pigeon 
hole after stirring + 
controversy. Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey and Harold E. Stassen 
engaged in a public radio de- 
bate on the issue. | 

Favors a change in the meth- 
od of electing Presidents in or- 
er to “more exactly reflect the 
popular vote.” 

Favors “restoration to the 
states of their historic rights to 
the tide and submerged lands, 
tributary waters, lakes and 
streams.” 

Declares farm prices “should 
be supported on a just basis,” 
and farm co-operatives should 
continue to be enco 

Pledges “continuing study to 
improve labor management leg- 
islation in the light of experi- 
ence and changing conditions.” 

Charges that the Democrats 
by their. policies have “delib- 
erately encouraged higher 
prices,” and promises.to ecambat 
inflation by cutting government 
waste, stimulating production, 
trimming the public debt, and 
maintaining a sound currency. 
The resolutions committee made 
some major changes in the ver- 
sion which had been prepared by 
a drafting subcommittee. i 

For example, the tentative draft 
favored federal aid to states for 
education. The committee made 
it merely: “We favor equality of 
educational opportunities for all 
and the promotion of education 
and educational facilities.”

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation and the National 
Grange had urged that the farm 
plank promise support of world- 
wide commodity agreements in 
general and the recently negoti- 
ated wheat agreement in particu- 

The resolutions committee said 
“no” after Lodge raised objections. 

International crop agreements 
are designed, in effect, to extend 
to world markets the price and 
supply stabilizing features of the 
American farm program. 

After more than 10 years of on- 
again-off-again negotiations, the 
United States and 30-odd other 
countries signed a wheat agree- 
ment early this year. It calls for 
dividing up the world market 
among this country, Canada and 
Australia. " 

The agreement also provides for 
a system of maximum and min- 
imum prices intended to protect 
growers from ruinously low prices 
and consumer countries from ex- 
cessively high prices. 

The farm organizations won a 
platform victory, however; on the 
issue of whether farmer co-opera- 
tives should be made subject to 
federal income taxes on their 
earnings. Business groups have 
been waging a campaign for sev- 
eral years to get legislation wip- 
ing out the present exemption of 
the co-operatives. 

After an hour-long debate, the 
resolutions committee voted down 
a co-operative tax proposal. 


The platform bids for the farm 
vote with a promise of permanent 
price props, a “sounder” soil sav-

PHILADELPHIA, June 22—Mrs. 
Clare Boothe Luce, playwright, 
former Connecticut Congresswom- 
an and undisputed glamor girl of 
the Republican party, pulled out 
all the stops last night in an ad- 
dress before the G.O.P. conven- 
tion and let the Democrats have it 
squarely between the eyes. 

She ridiculed President Truman 
as a “colorless” man, called him 
a “gone goose,” said he was “a 
man of phlegm, not of fire,” and 
that he was 2 in office by “the 
wampum and boodle boys, the big 
city bosses who can stuff a ballot 
box or steal an election before you 
can say Missouri.” 

Having taken Truman apart in 
very small pieces, she disposed of 
Henry Wallace by calling him 
' “Stalin’s Mortimer Snerd.” 


In rare form, and dressed with 


an eye to the television cameras 
in a simple gray-blue dress with 
ballérina skirt and basque waist 
with two demure yellow rosebuds 
tucked into the corner of the 
Square neckline, the blond Mrs. 
Luce was introduced by the con- 
vention’s keynoter, IIlinois's Gov. 
Dwight reen. The Governor 
called her “one of the truly great 
leaders of the Republican party 
and one of the ablest defenders 
of Republican faith.” 


Kisses and Verbal Missiles. 


After a considerable ovation by 
the thousands who jammed the 
convention hall, during which Mrs. 
Luce accepted the plaudits of the 
crowd by gesturing hand out palm 
up like the Queen of England 
acknowledging the cheers of her 
subjects, she threw a few kisses 
from the rostrum, and opened up 
with the heavy artillery. 

She said a Republican president 
was a certainty because the peo- 
ple of America “want a competent 
president, a truthful president and 
a constitution-minded president.” 

“The Democratic party,“ said 
Mrs. Luce, “can’t produce such a 
president. And most of the peo- 
ple know it. Even the Democrats 
know it. That is why so many of 
them are hoping against hope that 
they may be able, at their own 
convention, to nominate a Repub- 
lican.” 

When the applause over this bit 
of sarcasm had died down, Mrs. 
Luce continued: 

“We should be grateful to Mr. 
Truman that he tried to be Vice 
President in 1944, and that with 
the gallant aid of the big city 
bosses, Kelly and Flynn, Pender- 
gast and Hague, he did not fail. 
If he had failed, our President to- 
day would be—Mr. Wallace. 

“Yes, providence wrote straight 
with crooked lines when the Pen- 
dergast machine gave us colorless 
Harry Truman, instead of Red 
Hank Wallace. 

We should also be grateful to 
Mr. Truman because he has so lit- 
tle dramatic talent. When there’s 
a slump at the ballot-box office 
a real New Deal hero must be able 
to chew up the scenery. 

“But Mr, Truman is a man of 
of phlegm, not of fire. He just 
can’t read those old Bob Sher- 
wood lines with the oomph they 
need for the curtain calls in No- 
vember. 

“Now nobody could call Mr. Tru- 
man’s three years in office the 
pause that refreshes. But they 
have given us a breathing space 
tn which to refresh our memory 
on a great hunk of recent Demo- 
cratic party history.” 


Democrats Directed. 

When the laughter had subsid- 
ed, Mrs. Luce, who packed into 
every line of her poltical speech 
all the histrionics of a Broadway 
actress, performed a verbal au- 
topsy of the Democratic party. 

“Consider,” she invited with 
vitriol greasing every syllable, 
“the party at its operational lev- 
el. It is less a party than a podge. 
It is a mish-mash of die-hard, war- 
ring factions. 

“Take the extreme right, or the 
Jim Crow Wing of the Democratic 
party. This is led by lynch-loving 
bourbons, white shirted race-su- 

remists of the Bilbo ilk. At its 

t conservative, this wing is sel- 
dom at its best. 
waging a last ditch fight on some 
progressive issue—of national 
health. housing, education or la- 
bor. At its worst, this wing is the 
most reactionary element in Amer- 
ican life: It is anti-Semitic, anti- 
Catholic, anti-foreign and ante- 
diluvian. 

“You could promise heaven to 
the Jim Crow wing of the Demo- 
cratic party. They'd refuse to go 
along: Heaven isn’t 100 per cent 
American. 

“Then there is the left, or Mos- 
cow wing of the party. This is 
currently being master-minded by 
Stalin’s Mortimer Snerd, Henry 
Wallace. It is also sometimes 
known as the bat-wing: Here one 
finds most of the economic 
spoonies and political bubble-heads 
in the nation. But this buckJe- 
brained fringe is relatively harm- 
less. Its dangerous core is a mis- 
chievous motley of labor racke- 
teers, native and imported Com- 
munists, and foreign agents of the 
Kremlin. 

Then there is the center, or 
Pendergast wing. This is run by the 
wampum and boodle boys, the 
same big city bosses who gave us 
Truman in one of their more pixi- 
lated moments, the bosses who 
can stuff a ballot box or steal 
an election before you can say 
Missouri.” 

Always a good hand at turning 
a neat phrase, Mrs. Luce went on 
to say that Democratic presidents 
are always troubadours of trouble, 
crooners of catastrophe, “and can- 
not win elections except in the 
climate of crisis.” 

Then she added: “The Demo- 
cratic party has a vested interest 
in depression at home and war 
abroad. The battle smoke of in- 
ternational crisis is even better 
than the dust of domestic confu- 
sion for geting in your eyes, so 
you won’t see why the Democratic 
party can’t govern peaceably, even 
in peace time.” 3 

Keeps G. O. P. Rivals Happy. 

In a dramatie attack on the 
Roosevelt foreign policy, Mrs. 
Luce was stopped for several min- 
utes by applause when she men- 
tioned the name of Senator Van- 
denberg as a man who had brought 
“backbone into the New Deal State 
Department.” In the prepared 
script of her speech only Van- 
denberg and Foster Dulles were 
mentioned in this connection but 
when the convention hall had 
once more quieted down, she 
added Dewey and Stassen to Re- 
publican statesmer. due share of 
the honors. ' 

In this part of her address Mrs. 
Luce was at her dramatic best.

Her voice ran the scale, she 
gestured and grimaced: “History 
shows now that the White House 
made secret concessions to Soviet 
Russia at Tehran and Yalta, and 
Potsdam. At Yalta, that incredibly 
heroic country, Poland, was sold 
outright to the Kremlin (tears in 
her voice) and China’s sovereign- 
ty over Manchuria was snatched 
away. Unnecessary, disgraceful be- 
trayals (outrage), and what was 
got for them? Stalin’s promise to 
enter the war we had already 
won against Japan.” 


„ got along fine with Stalin,’ 
said the Great New Dealer 
J like Old Joe,’ said the Little 
New Dealer last week. Good Old

“The Government should buy up 
land which can’t be served by elec- 
tricity. If people insist on living 
on such land then the Govern- 
ment should not permit them to 
have children.” 


At this, Mrs, Luce pulled out 
the last stop and in a sort of 
agonized voice pleaded: “O, pur- 
suit of happiness, O liberty, of life 
itself must all be liquidated if 
you and I are so stubborn as to 
light our lamps with oil, when 
the New Deal wants us to use 
electricity! The New Dealer! He 
pursued plenty by the means of 
scarcity. He plowed under every 
third row, he killed little pigs. 
Now in the name of the almighty | 
progressive kilowatt, he condemns 
unborn children to oblivion. Make 
way, you old-fashioned Repub- 
licans; make way for the New 
Deal’s real heir: the humanitarian 
with the electric chair!” 


Polished Performance. 


Whatever the opposition might 

think of Clare Luce’s speech, even 
a Democrat would admit that she 
put on a good show. Having writ- 
ten three plays that have been 
produced on Broadway, Clare Luce 
knows her stage technique. She 
is also a beautiful woman and 
one who knows how to wear clothes 
to advantage. Long interested in 
politics, Clare Luce went to work 
at the age of 18 in a campaign 
being staged by Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont in the cause of “equal 
rights for woman.” Also interested 
in journalism, she acepted a $20- 
a-week job on the staff of Vogue 
in 1929 to learn “the hard way” 
the principles of writing. 
In 1931 she became an associate 
editor of Vanity Fair and a year 
later her first successful book, 
“Stuffed Shirts,“ was published. 
Married for the second time in 
1935 to Henry Robinson Luce 
editor in chief of Time, Life and 
Fortune, Mrs. Luce saw her most 
successful play, “The Women,” 
produced on Broadway the next 
year. She has also had produced 
on Broadway “Kiss the Boys Good- 
by,” and “Margin for Error.” In 
1940 another of her books, “Europe 
in the Spring,” was published. 


During the presidential cam- 
paign of 1940 Mrs. Luce took her 
first active role in Republican 
politics and in 1942 was elected 
to Gongress from the Connecticut 
Fourth District.

Max 81 Underdog. 

Most important on that list, of 
course, is Max Schmeling, who 
kayoed Joe in 12 rounds on the 
occasion of their first meeting, 
June 19, 1936. Max was the under- 
dog in the betting that time at 
about 8 to 1 but the German 
knocked out the young Negro in a 
bitter fight. And it was Schmel- 
ing’s righ hand punches which 
did the trick. 

But in their second bout, June 
22, 1938, Louis fought perhaps his 
greatest fight. In the interval be- 
tween the two he had won the 
heavyweight champhionship from 
Jim Braddock in Chicago, June 22, 
1937. And he certainly fought 
Schmeling like the great cham- 
pion. he has proved to be. 

Joe rushed from his corner that 
night and met Schmeling coming 
out. He hit Max with a terrific 
left hand shot which spun Schme- 
ling around and a right draped 
him over the ropes with his back 
toward Louis.

round.

TEL AVIV, June 22 (AP)—Is- 
raeli and Irgun Zvai Leumi troops 
battled today on the central beach 
of Tel Aviv. 

The fighting developed over the 
attempt by Irgun Zvai Leumi, an 
extremist underground group, to 
land an LST loaded with 600 tons 
of arms of the shores of the new 
Jewish state. 

Irgun said the arms were intend- 
ed for defense of Jerusalem. Im- 
portation of arms is barred under 
the U.N. four-week armistice, and 
the Government of Israel, anxious 
to avoid blame for breaking the 
truce, issued orders to its soldiers 
to meet fire with fire from Irgun 
forces. Irgun previously announced 
it did not recognize the truce. — 

The shooting first flared yester- 
day, when Irgun tried to land the 
craft at Natanya, 18 miles north 
of this city. The ship was moved 
overnight into Tel Aviv’ Bay and 
grounded within a block of the 
waterfront headquarters of the 
United Nations. It was not learned 
what happened to its cargo. 

An Irgun broadcast said “some 
of our people have been killed 
and wounded.” It threatened a 
“blood battle between Jews” if the 
attacks on Irgun did not cease. 

An Israeli communique said six 
Irgun men were killed and 14 
wounded in the battle. Israeli 
losses ‘were put at two killed and 
three wounded. 

A muffled explosion and a big 
cloud of white smoke shot up 
from the central beach district 
after Israeli soldiers clashed with 
a group of civilians trying to 
reach the Irgun ship, which stood 
about 60 feet offshore. The nature 
of the explosion was not learned. 

In mid-afternoon, smoke was 
zeen coming from the starboard 
port of the beached craft, indicat- 
ing it was aflame inside.

The Rev. H. V. Miller, senior su- 
perintendent, told of the $5,000,000 
missionary budget yesterday, stat- 
ing that $1,000,000 would be used 
for evangelistic work in this coun- 
try. The church, which was 
founded in California 40 years ago 
but which now has headquarters 
in Kansas City, maintains 200 for- 
eign missionaries and 1000 native 
workers.

HIS has been the usual dull opening day of a convention, maybe 
Everything went according to plan. 
The speakers said what they were expected to say, to which the 
delegates and the half-filled galleries paid the usual minimum of 
attention. There was an instinctive conservation of energy. Dele- 
gates were saving their strength and enthusiasm for the real show 
to come. They overlooked—perhaps they didn’t even hear—most of 


the Bunker Hill Monument or 
Robert Ingersoll and his Plumed 
Knight, or William Jennings 
Bryan and his Crown of Thorns 
and Cross of Gold stirring the 
multitudes through the metallic 
tones of a loud speaker in an 
echoing hall. 

But science is wonderful and it 
is not its fault that so far Re- 
publican orators have had noth- 
ing to say worth their ability to 
say it to millions of their fellow 


citizens. 

Various speakers alluded to the 
illustrious history of Philadelphia. 
All of them were tactful enough 
to stop short of referring to the 
investigation which three or four 
agencies are now conducting into 
the question of who stole how 
many millions of taxpayers’ funds 
out of the city treasury. Some of 
the signs were less tactful. One 
read: “End the graft—vote for 
Taft.” Presumably, they meant 
Democratic graft. . 

Let me hasten to Add that, 
whatever its political morals, Phil- 
adelphia is doing pretty well as 
host to the convention. One sec- 
ond-rate hotel I know of has only 


multiplied its usual rate per day 
by three, which is entirely in ac- 
cord with the spirit of free en- 
terprise and—who knows?—may 
be a public service in shortening 
a deadlock which the delegates 
can’t afford even if their na- 
tional committee has $800,000 in 
its kitty. 


Gov. Green deserves an “e” for 
effort. His speech ran to 16 pages 
of platitudes so well framed that 
neither Col. McCormick of the 
Chicago Tribune—of whom the 
Governor well may say “All I am 
and all I have, I owe to him“ 
nor Senator Vandenberg and the 
new internationalists among the 
Republicans can object. It is by 
such achievements and platitudes 
that great American parties are 
held together and hordes of in- 
terpreters given temporary em- 


ployment in political campaigns. 


Loyal friends are a fine thing, but 
it would never do to offend an in- 
fluential governor or state leader 
until absolute success is assured 
by the maneuver. For example, a 
knot of Dewey supporters in an 
important eastern state are talking 
rebellion against their favorite son 
and insisting they will vote Dewey 
on all ballots. 

“They will vote for their fe- 
vorite son if we have to beat 
them over the héad with a’ base- 
ball bat until we give the word,” 
exclaimed a Dewey manager. “We 
can’t afford to have anybody mad 
at us, yet.”

While the various brain trusts 
sweated out the real battle plans, 
the delegates, who have only a 
general idea of what goes on, were 
turning their eager faces toward 
two exponents of the Republican 
gospel.

The speakers earned their ap- 
plause in the glaring lights of 
television for which they taste 
fully arrayed and groomed them- 
selves to the last fingernail. 

Green, wh: had frankly hoped 
the keynote might make him a 
Vice President, had labored might- 
ily on a speech carrying him 
down a broad middle road, ac- 
ceptable to Senator Vandenberg, 
but likewise ki to the conserva- 
tives. He had rehearsed it pains- 
takingly and adopted the suntan 
makeup advised by the experts, 
but before he could open his

Of course, any party that has been in power 
for 16 years piles up a good many liabilities and 
the Democrats have their full share. Gov. Green 
referred tellingly to the mistakes made in deal- 
ing with the Russians at Teheran, Yalta and 
Potsdam. We all wish some of these mistakes 
could be undone, but isn’t the keynoter drawing 
the long bow when he says flatly that “the cold 
war we face today is the lusty child of the New 
Deal’s rendezvous with Communism’? The cold 
war grows out of forces deeper than any conces- 
sions made by Roosevelt and Truman to Moscow.

In the field of domestic policy, the Man from 
Mars could read the Governor’s speech in vain 
to find out the genesis of the New Deal. He says 
the New Deal gave us unproductive spending, 
unbalanced budgets, oppressive taxes and mas- 
sive debt. Most of this is a result of the war, 
but the earlier phase was the result of mass un- 
employment that grew out of the boom and bust 
of the 208. While it is too much to expect 
a keynoter to give a balanced picture of the 
country’s economic difficulties in the last genera- 
tion, the intelligent, independent voter will sup- 
ply for himself some of the Governor’s omissions. 

Nor will the independent voter be impressed 
when the Governor descends to sheer billings- 


gate, as for example his statement that the Re- 


publican party “has never harbored anything 


like the motley collection of embittered failures, © 


back alley revolutionaries and parlor anarchists 
with which the New Deal has disgraced the party 
of Jefferson and Jackson.”

Surely, our 
foreign policy in Greece, in China and elsewhere 
needs improvement and it is true, furthermore, 
that in men like William H. Seward,.John Hay 
and others the Republican party has made great 
contributions to our foreign policy.

On many counts the keynoter scored true hits 
against the Democrats, but was he altogether 
fair in charging them with disbanding “an army- 
in-being before it planned an army-to-be?” There 
was, as may be recalled, an overwhelming de- 
mand, in which prominent Republicans joined, 
that the boys be brought home as soon as the 
shooting war ended. 

In the case of labor relations, the Truman 
Administration has been weak and, as the Gov- 
ernor said, “Again and again it has blundered to 
the very edge of national paralysis and then has 
had no solution except Government control.”

There is no reason to be surprised at the out- 
cry in London against American pressure for 
devaluing the pound. All along it has been 
clear that one of the most difficult problems in 
bringing order to the Western European econ- 
omy would be to persuade the British to forego 
the special advantages they enjoy in the sterling 
bloc and to accommodate the pound to European 
rather than merely to their own needs. 

Britain is glad enough to see other European 
currencies marked down in keeping with their 
real value, but they dislike any foreign pressure 
for a realistic valuation of the pound. The plain 
fact is that sterling exchange can be bought 
readily in New York for $3 or less, while the 
official rate is held at $4.03. 

The Marshall Plan presupposes that the cur- 


rencies of Western Europe shall be brought into 


a valid relationship in order to facilitate the ex- 
change of goods. The Council for European 
Economic Co-operation has dared to hope even- 
tually for a common medium of exchange. 

_ Yet the Labor Government, according to the 
Associated Press, is hinting that pressure for re- 
adjustment of the pound is “dollar imperialism.” 
The more sensational British press is charging 
that America wants to treat Marshall Plan coun- 


tries like “naughty children.” 


It would be interesting to know the reaction 


Jr., commission chairman, and his associates 
made repeated trips to Jefferson City in an ef- 
fort to persuade the legislators to adopt neces- 
sary housing legislation. The rural-dominated 
lawmakers did not do so, and the City Adminis- 
tration had to take its problem to the courts.

So long as these important matters were pend- 
ing, it obviously was impossible for the Anti- 
Slum Commission to make anything like def- 
inite public housing plans. It was possible, 
however, to go ahead with other phases of slum 
clearance. And as a result the voters are to 
be ‘asked to approve a bond issue for clearing 
away the worst eyesore in St. Louis. But this 
does not mean that it is not aware of the need 
of those now living in this area. = 

If the St. Louis New Homes for Old Commit- 
tee—the sponsors of the protest meeting at Cen- 
tral Baptist church—is really interested in this 
problem, it might try to make suggestions for 
a solution instead of sniping. Its chief figure 
is Mrs. Margaret Bush Wilson, Negro attorney 
and Wallaceite candidate for Congress. She 
seems to have her eyes more on the first Tues- 
day in November than on housing. This does 
her people no service. They can be assyred, 
however, that a way will be found to accommo- 
date them as well as to lift the face of St. Louis.

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Labor Law Picking and Choosing 


Saving one ofits toughest nuts of the term to 
the last day, the Supreme Court had a rather in- 
effectual skirmish with the Taft-Hartley Act and 
adjourned until October. In summary, what the 
Supreme Justices did was to | 


1. Find constitutional the requiremen 
that labor unions file financial statements 
with the Federal Government. 


2. Decline to rule on the validity of the 
requirement that union officers must sign 
statements that they are not Communists as 
a condition to resort to the NLRB. 


3. Decline to pass on the constitutionality’ 
of the ban on.political spending by a union, 
but rule on a limited basis that the provision 
of the law does not prohibit a union news- 
paper from supporting a candidate. 


Since there never was much argument about 
either the wisdom or the constitutionality of the 
financial statement section, the Supreme Court 
was positive where there was least doubt. This 
is not much of determination in view of all the 
arguments in the several courts through which 
the litigation has passed. 

If the requirement which inquires into the 
political ‘affiliations of union leaders was not 
properly before the court, then this issue will 
need to be brought up again. It is imperative 
that this section of the act gets a clear test as to 
its constitutionality. A big question will hang 
over the law until it is settled. Since it will 
benefit the act to have its undesirable sections 
cut out as soon as possible, another test case on 
this section is in order. 

As for the handling of the CIO’s intended vio- 
lation of the political spending provision in a 
congressional election in Baltimore, here the 
Supreme Justices surely were more restricted 
than they needed to be. If they could say that 
the law does not bar circulation of union- 
supported newspapers in an election, could they 
not have passed on the section through which 
such a bar would be enforced? Justices Rut- 
ledge, Black, Douglas and Murphy strongly felt 
that there should have been a ruling on the 
merits of that part of the law. Surely that was 
what the CIO tried to achieve. 

A start has been made toward sorting out the 
controversial sections of the new labor law—a 
start and little more. 
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Kem Prefers Bricker 


Senator Kem arrived in Philadelphia ready to 
nominate his colleague, Senator Bricker. The 
Missourian said he was not sure for which of 
the candidates he would vote in the end; he 
would have to talk to the boys first; but the man 
of his heart is the man from Ohio. And he did 
not mean Taft. ; 

All of which is not in the least surprising. 
The only Senator whose voting record might be 
considered a trifle more reactionary than that of 
Missouri’s Kem is Ohio’s Bricker. In 1946 when 
Kem was running against Senator Briggs, the 
Post-Dispatch said of him that he was “one of 
the most violent reactionaries Missouri Republi- 
canism has produced in a long time.” He then 
was far to the right of the party’s leaders, Will- 
kie and Dewey. 

His double-talk about foreign policy left a bit 
of doubt on that score, but he lost little time in 
resolving this. Kem now says of Senator Van- 
denberg that he is thoroughly out of accord 
with his foreign views.” And where domestic 
issues such as housing, education, and health are 
concerned, he finds even Senator Taft too pro- 
gressive. In short, he is against the outstanding 
candidates on the very points that make them 
most appealing to the electorate.

An eminent lawyer wonders whether wholesale witch-hunting does 
not show postwar “emotional instability; secret evidence and 
“guilt by association” flout our traditions; doubts that any useful 
results are worth the cost in wrecked morale and impaired freedom.

After great wars the passions do not im- 
mediately die down. They seem to burn 
into flames of greater intensity for a time, 
before sober second thought takes control 
of the public mind. Distrust, suspicion and 
hatred sometimes evoke suggestions of 
such illogical and 
remedies 
that the agitations 
deféat themselves. 

There is, perhaps, no 
better historical il- 
lustration of these 
phenomena than 
some of the current 
suggestions for fer- 
reting out the activi- 
ties of foreign agents 
and disloyal persons. se | es 

Congressional com- John Lord O'Brian 
mittees are agitated, and several states 
have to-set up commissions to investigate 
un-American activities, particularly in edu- 
cational institutions. Most important of all, 
the President has directed that inquiry be 
made into the loyalty of all persons in the 
federal service. 


That our country has within its borders 
hostile agents cannot well be doubted. But 
from what is known of the established 
Communist techniques of deceit; we can 
scarcely hope to discover forelgn agents by 
means of wholesale inquisition. 


Thought Control Is Risky 
* 


All of us surely sympathize with the 
purpose of eliminating from public employ- 
ment persons whose actions or advocacy 
constitute a real peril. We should not yield 
to emotion and too hastily condemn the 
loyalty order, and certainly we should give 
full support to the work of the Loyalty 
Board of Review, composed as it is of a 
group of unusually high-minded and in- 
telligent citizens. On the other hand, if 
history teaches us anything, it is that any 
attempt to regulate ideas should be taken 
with the utmost caution. 


We should consider whether it is really 
necessary that secret investigations be 
made into the private lives.of a million of 
our fellow citizens who happen to be in 
the public service. What is the ratio of the 
good results measured by the number of 
foreign sympathizers or truly disloyal per- 
sons thus discovered? In particular, so far 
as the teachers are concerned, is the price 
that we pay for investigations into their 
behavior worth while in terms of results? 

No one familiar with the administration 
of a government department can doubt that 
the mere existence of any law or order au- 
thorizing secret investigations will encour- 
age suspicion, distrust, gossip, malevolent 
tale-bearing, character assassination and a 
general undermining of morale. 


Real Problem of Security 


One broad distinction should be recog- 
nized. Searching examinations should ob- 
viously be made to determine not only the 
loyalty but the trustworthiness and even 
the emotional stability of that group of of- 
ficials who, by reason of the strategic posts 
which they are to occupy, are in à position 
te betray secret information vital to the 
national security. Some of the conflicts 


evidenced in the current discussions of 


what is broadly termed “disloyalty” arise 
from confusing this security problem with 
the problem of eliminating from the public 
service persons who hold treasonable views. 


In most of the cases of alleged disloyalty, 
guilt or innocence has turned upon asso- 
ciation with persons or organizations taint- 
ed with suspicion. These cases fall with- 
in the legal category of conspiracy. Sinis- 
ter developments have been taking place in 
broadening the scope of our criminal con- 
spiracy statutes and in the increasing ac- 
ceptance of this doctrine of guilt imputed 
by association so alien to our traditions. 
During a period of 25 years there have been 
developments in the law which, if not 
checked, may seriously endanger the liber- 
ties of the innocent in the attempt to pun- 
ish the subversive. 


Blights on the Innocent 


It may fairly be said that Congress for 
the past 25 years has been consistently en- 
deavoring to establish in our jurisprudence 
the doctrine of guilt by imputation of be- 
lief, or “guilt by association.” It may cer- 
tainly be argued that the President’s loyal- 
ty order gives it some support. Previously 
Congress had condemned “membership” or 
“affiliation”; the executive order consid- 
erably expands this description. It adds 
the phrase “sympathetic association with.” 


In practical effect, a finding of such as- 
sociation is analogous to a criminal convic- 
tion—loss of occupation, lasting disgrace to 
the individual, and a continued impairment 
of his ability to earn a livelihood. There 
is something peculiarly sinister and in- 
sidious in even a charge of disloyalty. Such 
a charge all too frequently places a stain 
upon the reputation which is indelible and 
lasting, regardless of his complete inno- 
cence later proved. 


Straitjacket of Terror 


What anxieties of mind, what prolonged 
periods of worry, what restraint upon their 
initiative, will result from their knowledge 
that their private lives are being secretly 
investigated, no one can say. Apparently 
we have departed a long way from the ad- 
monition to beware of treading too closely 
upon the borders of freedom of conscience. 

Many of us hold the firm belief that the 
greatest safeguard in our law is the right 
to cross-examination. If we are going to 
maintain a large-scale organization to gath- 
er information secretly and make reports 
of a secret character, we must pay the 
price for it. One of the inevitable results 
is that the accused will be denied some of 
those rights which we had supposed were 
guaranteed to him by the Constitution. 

For sound historical reasons, the found- 
ing fathers dreaded above everything else 
secret. activities in government operation. 
May not all of this agitation turn out, as 
after the First World War, to be an un- 
worthy result of emotional instability?

Between Book Ends 
A Political General 


FIGHTING POLITICIAN: GENERAL N. P. BANKS, by 
° err °

If Nathaniel Prentice Banks is remem- 
bered at all, it probably is as a Union gen- 
eral in the Civil War. But he also was 
“the bobbin boy of the cottonmill,” an un- 
successful newspaper editor, an amateur 
actor, a high official of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, a Governor of Massachusetts, a 
Congressman for 10 terms and once Speak- 
er of the House, and, near the end, a mere 
political jobholder as United States Mar- 
shall of Boston. He was a smart man and 
he usually leaped for the door when op- 
portunity knocked but he had a disastrous 
penchant for traveling the path of expedi- 
ency. 

The author, a history professor at Wis- 
consin U., presents a very readable and in- 
formative book. He documents what he 
presents as fact. But he might have im- 
bued this man who so often missed great- 
ness with some of the stuff of life. 

An urban worker’s son, Banks was born 
in 1816 in the shadow of the “first mod- 
ern factory in America” and went to work 
therein at the age of 11 as a bobbin boy. 
The Rev. William Makepeace Thayer who 
specialized on the rags-to-riches legend 
turned out a sirupy book on Banks in 
1860. It was entitled “The Bobbin Boy or 
How Nat Got His Learning.” Banks was 
a laboring man until 1840 when his flare 
for speaking * him into politics. 

* « 


Quick-witted, sure of himself and always 
ready to sacrifice principle for expediency, 
Banks got himself elected to Congress as 
a Democrat in 1852. He then helped or- 
ganize the Republican party, was elected 
Speaker of the House in 1856, and Govern- 
or of Massachusetts for three terms—1857- 
60. War came and Lincoln asked Banks, 
the man who had admitted he was “not 
acquainted with the details of military mat- 
ters, and personally have no pride in them,” 
to serve as a major general. Thus Banks 
became a soldier in name at least and out- 
ranked by only Scott, Fremont and Me- 
Clellan. Worse still to contemplate, Banks 
even outranked Ulysses S. Grant until 1864! 

The author gives Major General Banks 
what credit he can, and asserts that politi- 
cal generals “brought to the Lincoln Gov- 
ernment popular support sorely needed in 
the first months of struggle.” Neverthe- 
less the picture of an incompetent leading 
brave men to their deaths is a painful one. 
His one blundering victory at Port Hudson 
did not make up for his defeats at Shenan- 
doah Valley and Cedar Mountain, nor for

After the 
Banks intermittently 
represented his dis- 
trict in Congress un- 
til He also was 
United States Mar- 
shal at Boston, a 
$6000 job he described 
as easy with “no em- 
ployes, no business 
mm and—the sole com- 
pensation — nothing 
to do.”

1894, he died. 

Fortunately the “political general” prac- 
tically passed from the national scene with 
the Civil War.

Mr. Hoover was 
elected in 1928 by an electoral vote 
of 444 to 87. Two years later he 
had lost control of Congress. Two 
years after that Roosevelt defeat- 
ed him by 472 to 59. In the popu- 
lar vote during those four years, 
counting only the major party 
votes, the Republican percentage 
fell from nearly 59 per cent to 
less than 41 per cent. There must 
be at least a hundred Republican 
Congressmen who could not sur- 
vive such a shift in the popular 
vote. 


After November, What? 


Therefore, unless the candidates 
and leaders are not thinking 
much beyond the November elec- 
tion and the January inaugura- 
tion, their main concern will not 
be how to beat Truman but how 
to make it reasonably certain that 
they have not only a big majority 
but a durable one. 

The practical question, not only 
for the country and the world, of 
course, but also for the profes- 
sional politicians, is not whether 
they win but how they win. Their 
real problem is how to consoli- 
date their provisional majority 
into a stable majority over a 
period of at least eight years. 

Now it must be evident that to 
nominate Martin or Bricker would 
mean that at the best they would 
have the smallest majority which 
any Republican could get. Large 
numbers of voters who are ready 
now to vote Republican would not 
vote at all. Considerable numbers 
would return reluctantly to Tru- 
man. 


Taft’s Weakness. 


It is not at all improbable that 
many would be so outraged that 
they would bolt, turn to the anti- 
Truman Democrats, and resort to 
Some desperate expedient like the 
drafting of General Eisenhower.

FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
22 (AP)—Ten thousand. American 
troops swarmed into the Bavarian

from a great quantity of small arms and ght equipsiiat: that the Arab 
Legion now war is wholly subsidized by us with £ 2,000,000 a year 
and is commanded by 38 British officers; that Trans jordan under the 
March, 1948, treaty is bound to “undertake not to adopt in regard to for- 
eign countries an attitude which is inconsistent with the alliance or might 
create difficulties for the other party thereto”; that no word of protest has 
come from the British Government at the Arab invasions, but that the Jews 
within the boundaries given them by the United Nations partition decision 
(which still stands) are denied arms by the British? 


Finally, the Foreign Office viewpaint conveyed by your Diplomatie 
Correspondent on May 20 that “it should not be assumed that Transjordan 
is acting as an aggressor until it can be shown that she has acted aggressively

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THE PEOPLE of Europe have 
been through a tremendously long 
strain. Almost all of the coun- 
tries scheduled to receive aid from 
us have had war on their own 
doorsteps. One cannot be sur-. 
prised if it takes these people a 
considerable length of time before 
they are able to make the re- 
quired effort toward success, 
which would for us only be a nor- 
mal effort. Neither can one be 
surprised if they are abnormally 
suspicious of the motives of other 
people who have not suffered as 
they have. 


It is important to us today that

we welcome visitors from western 
Europe. We must remember that 
we are asking them to believe 
that our motives are above suspi- 
cion, that we are giving them aid 
in rehabilitation because it will 
benefit us in the long run, but 
that we are also siving it pri- 
marily because we want human 
beings to prosper in the world as 
That ig an attitude that 
most of the nations of the world 
have not come in contact with 
before. They are suspicious of it 
—and deeds, not words, will have 
to persuade them of our sincerity. 
People generally are not grateful 
when they are on the receiving 
end of a program such as now 
must function for the rehabilita- 
tion of Europe. But the recipient 
nations can be made to acknowl- 
edge the intrinsic worth of Uncle 
Sam and his people if we improve 
our democracy and live up to our 
principles.

rule. When home freezing cabi- 
nets were developed and their con- 
venience was so appealing to home 
freezing, then it became necessary 
for us to learn the actual facts 
so that we might use the home 
cabinets to the best advantage. 

In recent months, the New 
York State Agricultural Experi-
